Fortas Quits Court 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Abe 
Fortaa, haunted by a scandal in¬ 
volving his links with a jailed 
financier and besieged by an 
angry Congren. resigned from 
the United States Supreme 
Court Thursday, but denied he 
was guilty of any impropriety. 

Fortas. yielding to memnting 
demands for to resignation, 
said in a letter explaining his 
decision to Chief Justice Earl 
Warren "there has been no 
wrongdMng on my part."

"Ihere has been no default In 
the performance of my judicial 
duties in accordance with the 
high standards of tiie oNloe I 
hold," said the SS-yearoM jus- 
tiee*~thwarted by the Congress 
in 1968 from assuming Warren's 
chair as chief Justice.

Fortas, shrewd lawyer and 
old friend of former president

But Door Left Open 


For Gordfen of Eden 

Adam, 84, Recruits 
Trim, Un-Shy Eve 


PENTICTON (C!P) — Pensioner Robert Lee, 
84, wants to turn his little brick cottage into his 
version of the Garden of Eden for the rest of his 
life, but the right Eve must come along. 

Mr. Lee has promised in advertisements to 
leave his $6,700 home to the woman who fills the 
bill “in exchange for care until death" but she must 
marry him first 

And he’s taking his time about selecting a 
mate. Since the advertisement appeared, two el¬ 
derly wwnen visited the cottage, which has paint¬ 
ings of nudes on the living room walls, but failed to 
impress him. 

“I don't want any gold-diggers on my doorstep 
and I don't want wie of those fat-legged things," 
he said.

PARIS (AP)-Th« Viet Cnag 
guerrillas’ South Vietnam Na¬ 
tional Liberation Front de* 
livered a mild-sounding attack 
Thursday on President Nixon's 
proposals for a Vietnam solu¬ 
tion, but appeared to be «are- 
fuUy avoiding rejection of the 
American president's eight-point 
plan as a whole. 

At the same time. Nortii Viet¬ 
nam's official radio alio at¬ 
tacked tiw Nixon program, uy* 
ing the plan "is not to end the 
war of aggression, but to re¬ 
place the war of aggression 
ftxigbt by U.S. troc^ into a war 
of aggression fbugM by the 
pu(^t army of the United 
States" — mearung the South 
Vietnamese army. 

SAME SEtTTlON 

In both cases, the attack cen¬ 
tred on that section of the Nixon 
proposals which Insisted upon 
mutual withdrawal of all outside 
troops from South Vietnam. 
There was a hint of caution in 
this, suggesting that Hanoi and 
the NLF might explore the 
Nixon proposal further at or 
after the 17th full-scale session 
of the Paris talks today. 

U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Nixon's cldet negotiator, 
was flying back from Washing¬ 
ton to present the president’s 
plan formally to the other 
parties in the talks and to re¬ 
peat the president's statement 
that Washington welcomed the 
NLF initiative In putting for¬ 
ward Its comprehensive Ki-pont 
plan at last week's session. 

OFF DEAD CENTRE 

Although the variety of pro¬ 
posals—the Hanoi "four peunts,” 
the NLF "10 points," the Amer¬ 
ican "ei^t pints’* and the Sai-' 
gon "six pdnts"—left Itie op- 
postng sides as far apart as 
ever on some key issues, con- 
ference observers said the Ini- 
tiativee might at least get the 
talks off dead centre. The sides 
remain at oppMite poles on 
such questions as to mutual 
troop withdrawals and an 
eventual political settlement. 

Han<^ radio, using a "special

ReporU Are Misleading 


Let’s Have Truth 
About Rhodesia 

By otto'VON HABSBUBO 

I N a-few weeks the Rhodesian voters will be called to 
deeide on a draft c(Mistituti(m v^riced out by a par¬ 
liamentary commission in the course of the last 24 
m(xith5. It is to be presumed that on thte occasion the 
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PERHAPS THE MOST IMPRESSIVE thing about 
^ President Richard Nixon’s world-teievised address 
Wedne^ay, in whldi he offered his proposals for the 
pursuit of peace in Vietnam, was his obvious sincerity. 
There was nothing dramatic about his suggestions. 
But he opened the door wide to negotiation, and by hit 
very reasonableness invited a positive response from 
the Communist side. 

He may have accomplished something else every 
bit as important He may have rallied strong support 
within his own nation for any (tevelc^lng program 
which will lead to *'a peace we can live with and a 
peace we can be proud of.'* He may have succeeded in 
hushing the voices of division whl(^ undoubtedly have 
been a comfort to the Communist camp and 
encouraged the belief there that pressures in the 
United States would help them win the war or secure 
a peace on tiieir own terms. 

“Nothing could have a greater effect In 
convincing the enemy that he should negotiate in good 
faith than to see the Amerk^an people united behind a 
generous and reasmiable peace <^er,** Mr. f^on 
contended. And tttere can be no doubt he was ri^t. 

In Mr. Nixon’s approach to a political, as opposed 
to a miUtary set^ment in Vietnam, there is 
considerable shnllailty with points put forward by the 
National Liberation Front a wedE ago. 

Both sides, for examide, suKwrt the sections of 
the Goieva agreements concerning South ^^etnBm'B 
independence and territorial Integrity. They agree tite 
South Vietnamese people should dedde by a free vote 
Ihelr own political future and form of government 
And Mr. Nixon would not oppose re-unification w 
North and South, as required by the Hanol-Vlet Cot« 
alliance, providing the decision reflected the free 
choice of the people. 

They appear to be In agreement even on the 
touchy issue of treaties, bases and a foreign military 
presence. And both sides want a prisoner-of-war 
exchange. 

Where they differ—and this, of course, Is the 
most difficult area—is in the plans for disengagement 
of the contending forces. Tite Communists insist on 
the withdrawal of American and all other foreign 
troops imconditionally. They have refused even to 
consider a corresponding pi^back. 

Mr. Nixon’s plan is for a verified, simultaneous 
withdrawal in agr^ stages over the next 12 montid, 
the eventual confinement of all other than South 
Vietnamese troops to temporary bases pending a final 
peace settlement, and at that point thrir full 
departure. 

But even If the Communists will not accept such 
an arran^ment, Mr. Nixon might decide to test their 
sincerity by unilateral dl^agagement If It were seen 
that the Viet Cong and North Vietnamese responded, 
well and good. But if they made any movement of 
pursuit, which would create the impression of an 
American retirement under pressure, Mr. >nxon 
undoubtedly would order resumption of an engage¬ 
ment on whatever scale he felt necessary. 

And while the Communists press their present 
costly offensive, Secretary of State William Refers 
has told the Saigon government: 

“We shall not compromise on our basic 
objective—the establishment of conditions vdtich 
assure that the people of South Vietnam can 
determine their own future unconditionally." 

That, with Mr. Nixon’s carefuDy calculate policy 
statement, should make the American positfon clear 
to friend and foe alike.

Confusion Confounded 


I T IS REPORTED frtxn Rome that the Vatican has ' 
been utterly astounded at the way the world has 
received its revaluation of saints. Obviously disturbed 
at the public reaction,^ the Vatican’s official 
newspaper, L’Osservatore Romano^ has decided that 
the world’s press is to blame for causing “incredible 
confusion" over the matter and dealing with the 
subject in a vein of “jok» in doubtful taste." 

It is surprising ttot L’Osservatore Romano which 
enjoys a deserveifly hig^ reputation in the field of 
International journalism should attempt to blazxw every 
newspaper in the world for the many misunderstand¬ 
ings which have resulted from the Vatican’s 
announcement of its drastic revision of the Liturgical 
Calendar of the Roman Catholic Church last week. 

The new calendar which was issued under a 
decree entitled Paschalis Mysterii and cornea Into force 
next January 1 makes a number of liturgical changes, 
among them a major pruning and amendment to the 
list of saints’ days. 

The object of the decree Is to select those saints 
who are mest important to the universal chureh and 
to spread the saints out through time and geography 
in place of the previous overweight concentratkm 
around the Mediterranean and the first few centuita 
AD. 

More than 30 saints are completely removed from 
the new calendar on the ground that it is doubtful 
whether they ever existed, amoi^ them St Qu^- 
topher, patron saint of travellers; St Nicholas (Simta 
CHaus), St Barbara, patron saint of artOleryinea and 
firemen; St George, patron saint of England, and St 
Louis of France. 

The Vatican’s decision to demote these popular 
saints along with a score or meve ot others leas 
internationally well known was bound to cause 
concern in many countries no matter how the 
newspapers handled the report. Further to'this, the 
original announcement left the issue so unsettled that 
another Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore Delia 
Domenica, felt called upon to clarify the matter by 
stating that the denoted saints would not neceasuQy 
lose their traditional positions of honor. 

The L'Osservatore Della Dom^ca artlde said 
that the reform made no difference to Rimian 
(Catholics who wish to continue invoking the names of 
these saints in their prayers. “If a saint never 
existed," it says, “God will see the person (who 
invokes the salntis irime) and will hear the g;>rayer."

OTTAWA (C3*) — Televisitm interviewers should 
be t(dd not to smoke <mi camera, Dr. John B. Arm* 
strong, executive directed' of the Canadian Heart Foun* 
dation, told the Commons health ccxnmittee 'niursday. 


*‘Juit at lehool teachers are 
not expected to tmoka in Crent 
of a class. TV personalities oe 
camera should not smoke,** the 
Toronto doctor said. 

Dr. Armstnxv, who with two 
other doctors presented a brief 
from the foundattem on cigarette 
smoking and heart disease, said 
earlier that the foundatiai is in¬ 
volved in education prugrama 
aimed at keeping young pe< 9 ie 
from starting to smoke. 

A voluntary agency, the foun¬ 
dation is a deration of provln* 
clal heart foundatkni, other or* 
ganlzatitHiB and penoni devoted 
to the Bbidy and prevention <4 
heart and blood vessel disease. 

Its brief said studies have 
shown that between toe ages of 


30 and GO yean, the risk of a 
heart attack In male tmokers it 
almost double that nm- 
smericent. 

The risk of suddm death on 
the first heart attack was al* 
most five times at much for 
heavy cigarette smokers—more 
than a pack a day—toan non- 
smokei^. 

It bad also been demonstrated 
toat cigaratts smoking in¬ 
creases appreciably death rates 
due to coronary heart disease in 
persons with other “predlspoe* 
Ing facton” auch ai high blood 
presBure or high blood cholester- 
(d. the brief said. Cigarette 
smokers had more haideniiqt of 
the arteries than nesvamokers. 
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Give Up Any Time 


The diiratim of dgaiette 
smoking ts unrelated to coro- 
naiy disease, the brief said. 
Giving up the habit at any time 
WDidd decrease a peieon’s risk 
of ooronary death. 

Steve Otto (L-Yoric East) 
asked Dr. Arm s t ron g whether 
TV aetore should be required 
not to smoke during a perfonn* 
anoe. 

Dr. ArTRstremg replied that 11 
eifarette imokkig was ‘%n es¬ 
sential part of toe plot of this 
partfeular drama.’* it would be 
all right. **It*s not eenaonhip, 
it's comrnon sense, sir.** he 
said. 

Dr. David Murphy, chairnian 
of toe foundation's medical ad* 
vlsory oofnmittee, said only that 
it bothers him to see "as much 
evidence of smoking coming 
over television*’ as there is. i 


Dr. Armstrong suggested that 
since cigarettes contain nicotine 
they should be teonght wider 
the federal food and drug direc¬ 
torate. Nicotine itself Is a 
"■chedided drug" whose use h 
limited in various ways. Ihere 
was about one milligram of ni¬ 
cotine in each cigarette. 

Dr. Aurele Beaulnes of Mont¬ 
real, chairman of the mescal 
advisory coenmittee of the Que¬ 
bec Heart Foundation, told com¬ 
mittee members nicotine from 
cigssettes fnereasei a peraon'e 
heart rate and bkx>d pressure 
and seraittzei the heart muacle 
to variola taetus capable dt 
producirtg disordere of heart 
riiylhm. 

It also constricted blood ves¬ 
sels, allowing lem blood to flow 
through them.

Legal counsel for a man 
awarded $125,000 in a 
British Columbia Supreme 
Court dectsiMi Tuesday 
said Tliursday winnlr^ the 
award is wily half the vic¬ 
tory. 

Collecting it is the real 
difficulty. 

Bob Brewer, lawyer for Bhag 
Toore of Vancouver, made the 
comment in an interview. 

Mr. Toore was one of three 
men awarded a total of 1133,000 
by Mr. Justice G. F. T. Gregoey 
after an incident in the Fraser 
Valley community of MiKkm, 
B.C.. neaiiy five years ago. 

Mr. Toon was attadted by 
four men wifii fists, feet and 
pickaroons, a type of logging 
hand tool, and left a permanent 
paraplegic.

Trustees, Teachers 
Tackle Merger Plan

Educfttlon Reporter 
BURNABY—Why not a 
I'egional school district? 

Education administration 
specialist Dr. Walter Hart- 
rick put the suggestion 
Thursday to a conference 
of teachers and school tnis- 
tees debating the pros and 
cons of school district am¬ 
algamation. 

The proposal immediately 
became the fnccus of discussion 
of the two-day seminar, oo- 
sponsfwed by the B.C. Sdnoi 
Trustees’ Association and the 
B.C. Teachers’ Federation. 

Stnall schrxd districts don’t 
effer an adequate education, 
program, said Dr. Hartrick. a 
member of the IIBC education 
faculty. Big districts tend toj 
bfCDme rigidly bureaucratic. 

His solution: A regi mal 
organization like the new mun-i 
Jcinal regicmal districts set up to' 
administer services t» a wide' 
area. 

Small school districts would; 
amalgamate w-hwe desirable 
but wmjM avoid merging into 
giant organi/ations, under Dr. 
Hartrick’s plan. 

NO DETiyi.S 

He didn’t spell out the details, 
wnd the tipie wnll be explored 
furtlw tiday. 

Background of the seminar is 
the provincial government’s 
recent agitation ter amalgama-i 
tern. B.C. mw has 85 school 
districts with enrolments 
ranging from a few hundred 
children to Vancouver’s ‘R.flOO. 

There is general agreement 
ameng educators that the 
smallest districts are unable to 
proiide educaticsial <^>portunity 
equal to that of the larger 
districts. Ihe Department of 
Education, aside fresn Indicat¬ 
ing it farors reduction to about 
SO districts, has not laid down 
any guidelines for amalgama- 
ticn. 

lUKAL SIZE 

Tlie size of Vancouver Island 
districts ranges from Greater 
Victoria's 31.500 to Vancouver 
Island West's 800. 

Dr. Hartrick, o-authw of a 
1966 study of Greater Victoria’s 
school administration, noted 
that the generally agreed figure 
for optimum sch^ district size 
is between 10,000 and 2S.OOO. 

Fifteen of B.C’s school dis¬ 
tricts have less than 1 .000 
enrs.lment and 56 have between' 
1.000 and 10,000. he said. I 

However, the smallest ones I 
are unable to provide services! 
such as special education for 
handicapped ctdldren. specialist 


teacher.^ and long-range plan¬ 
ning. 

But. he warned, toolargc' 
districts have "distinct dis- 
adv'antages" — loss of intimacy, 
involement and locaJ auton.'sny, 
a dispropurthmate growth^ of 
m 1 d d 1 e-levri administrators 
resistant to change, a break¬ 
down of communications and 
rejection of fresh ideas.

Miss Soper estimated Mr.
